Endless Nazi Columns 


By THOMAS R. HENRY. 

NEAR CHAMBOIS, UPPER NORMANDY, Aug. 20.—(By- 
Wireless )—(NANA)—(Delayed)—-Through most of the day I 
have witnessed a scene of slaughter unparalleled in this war. I 
am at an artillery observation post on a hillside covered with 4n 
apple orchard. Just below, the bell of the old gray, steepled 
church is calling the ‘Norman peasants to Sunday mass in the 
mi of the cannons’ roar. 

o miles away is a level valley four miles wide, bounded by 
a range of black hills beyond. Through the valley a straight road 
runs northeast to the cross-rodds town of Chambois. Along this 
road at dawn German tanks, trucks, command cars, ammunition 
and troop carriers were coming bumper-to-bumper from the south- 
west as far as the eye could see. 

_ Among.them were columns of marching men, columns on 
bicycle. They were dashing for Chambois, which they believed 
was a narrow, inclosed gate out of an Allied trap to safety. They 
don't know that Chambois was taken last night by the juncture 
of American infantry and Polish tanks closing the trap. 


ARTILLERY POURS DEADLY HAIL 


On this road many regiments of American artillery, lined 
behind this observation post, were pouring a hail of death every 
minute during the morning. Several hundred tons of shells of all 
sorts were poured on this column. Perfect observation made it 

an’ artilleryman’s paradise. © 

Hardly any shells failed to find their mark. The reports of 

‘ the guns behind were followed by yeysers of flame and great 
clouds of black smoke rising from the road. 

The enemy has taken shelter in the woods and ditches as the 
transports are smashed. can see them through field glasses. 
Hundreds of transports are burning. Enemy soldiers are rushing 
about wildly. Below, American infantry, less’ than 500 yards 
from the road, is pouring into them a hail of mortor and machine- 

} , gun fire. 

The Germans have no time to set up guns. They run in one 
direction and then in another like rats in a trap. From the hills 
on the other side, Polish tanks are pouring fire. Every now and 
then Germans crawl through the wheat fields braving death and 
holding aloft white shirts or underwear as flags of truce. 

When these are seen the artillery tire is shifted, allowing them 
to make the erican lines. Shortly before noon all fire is lifted 
as a German doctor crawls through and contacts the Americans, 
saying that a field hospital with more than 300 wounded is caught 
helpless under fire and wants to surrender. 


TEMPORARY ARMISTICE ARRANGED 


Arrangements are made for a temiporary armistice. . The hos- 
pital, with more than 50 vehicles, comes out: The ambulances 
are wrapped in Red Cross flags, but most of the wounded are - 
piled on the floors of trucks. 


The hospital is set up next to the American field hospital and 
more than 2,000 prisoners taken during the morning are combed ~* 
for medical personnel. Henceforth, all German wounded coming 
into American hands are taken to this hospital and tended by 
their own doctors. 

While the fire is suspended, other prisoners are sent in with 
an offer to the general commanding an infantry division, one of 
the outfits in the pocket, that the Americans would leave a mile- 
wide ‘path out of the valley, free of fire for an hour, if he wanted 
to bring out all his troops to surrender. 

' The emissaries were eovered with machineguns all the way 
in. But they did not return from the valley ‘slaughterhouse. The 
Germans are surrendering onlytin small groups of 20 to 100 at 
atime. Evidently, the German general ordered a fight to death. 

This afternoon fierce shelling résumes. It is believed that 
there are about 20,000 troops in the trap, with vast amounts of 
supplies. They are all part of Gen. Guenther von Kluge’s seventh 
army.

New ‘Situation 


PARIS, Aug. 23.—(By Radio Via 
London)—(4)—The Second French 
Armored Division entered Paris 
today after the Parisians arose as 
one man to beat down the motley, 
terrified German troops who had 
garrisoned the city. Fifty thousand 
armed French patriots and several 
hundred thousand citizens had 
wrested control of the city from 
the Nazis. 


It was the people of Paris who 
really won back their city. It all 
happened with fantastic sudden- 
ness, 

The American Army was occu- 
pied with the drive. through 
Evreaux to the mouth of the 
Seine,.after which it was planned 
to invest Paris. 

Then yesterday a Frenchman 
burst into Lt. Gen, Omar Brad- 
ley’s adquarters. He was the 
chief of the forces of the interior 
in Paris and he had a staggering, 
incredible story to tell. 

He said he’d concluded an armi- 
stice with the German forces in 
Paris. The people of Paris had 
risen, and so hounded the Ger- 
mans that the German commander 
requested an armistice. He wanted 
to withdraw troops from the road 
blocks west and south of Paris, 
where they had been facing the 
Americans, and pass them through 
the city. ' 

The armistice was to expire at 
noon today. ° 

This news caused a sensation in 
Bradley’s headquarters because, al-

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 23.— 
(AP)—Former King Carol re- 
ceived joyfully tonight the news 
that his country was out’of the 
war. When he spoke the name 
of his son, King Mihai, it was 
with warm emotion,

ARMED CLASHES 

Romanian prisoners were quot- 
ed as saying that the Germans 
were firing on the Romanians and 
blocking their withdrawal. 

“A large number of Romanian 
officers and men have thus been 
killed,” said the communique, “in 
armed clashes between the retreat- 
ing Romanian detachments and 
German frontier detachments in 
several places.”

A proclamation by young Mihai, 
read over the Bucharest radio, said 
all hostilities against the Red 
Army as well as Romania’s state 
of war with Britain and America 
would cease “from this moment.”

FIRST BALKAN CRACK 

Romania, the: King said, will 
fight “at the side of the Allied 
Army and with their help.”

mation by any of the three Allied 
nations, but London showed no 


inclination to doubt the broadcast 


—the first crack in Hitler’s Balkan 
structure. 

Prime Minister Churchill has 
been in Italy for more than a 
week and presumably had a hand 
in events leading up to Romania’s 
decision. ! 

On August 2 Churchill told the 
house of commons, “Russia has of- 
fered generous terms to Romania 
and I have no doubt that they 
would be accepted with gratitude 
by the Romanian people if only 
the Romanian leaders had hot a 
Prussian automatic pistol pressed 
closely against their breast or at 
the nape of their neck.” 

That same day Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden said Britain had con- 
curred in the terms before they 
were offered. 

PLEDGE AID TO ALLIES 

The King’s proclamation indi- 
cated the terms offered Romania 
were help in routing the German 
forces from inside her borders and 
recovery of Transylvania from 
Hungary, which was given the 
province by Hitler in the Vienna 
award of August, 1940.

It was believed here that King 
Mihai’s annguncement was meant 
to be a belated acceptance of last 
spring’s unconditional surrender 
dictate.

The projected $2,250,000 runway extensions for the municipal 
airport, which Mayor Hartsfield and other city administration leaders 
have sponsored for months, cannot be “justified as a military necessity” 
and federal funds for the development are not available, Gen. Arnoid,

In a message to Hartsfield yes- 
terday Sen.

Expressing keen disappointment 
at the decision, Mayor Hartsfield 
said he will sponsor preparation 
of detailed plans for the runway 
extension program from funds set 
up jointly by Atlanta and Fulton 
county for engineering on post- 
war projects, and added he will 
continue seeking federal furtds for 
the port as one of ee s major 
postwar developme

NEW RAF BOMB. 


DESTROYS ALL 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—(/)— 
The RAF is using a new and 
more powerful incendiary 
bomb which usually doesn’t 
spare even the wall of a 
building.

Names Railroads, Others 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(/)—In one of the largest antitrust 
suits in history, the Justice Department today charged a group of 
railroads, trade associations, investment houses and rail executives 
with conspiracy to restrain and monopolize trade in the transportation 
of freight and passengers in the west. 


4, Defendants named in the suit, 
il 


ed in Lincoln, Neb., include the 
Association of American Railroads, 
the Western Association of Rail- 
way Executives, J. P. Morgan & 
Company and Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, New York investment 
houses; 47 railroads and several 
score of individuals associated 
with the rail lines or the trade as- 
sociations. 

Among mdny charges in the Jus- 
tice Department complaint, the de- 
fendants‘are accused of acting col- 
lusively to maintain non-competi- 
tive rates; preventing improve- 
ments of service and facilities of 
western lines, and retarding and 
suppressing the development of 
motor carriers and other competi- 
tive transportation agencies. 


BIDDLE’S STATEMENT 

Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle, who

Air Fire Patrol 


Plan Is Stalled’ 


The state forestry department's 
‘proposal to protect Georgia’s for- 
ests with an airplane fire patrol 
will have to await legislative ac- 
tion, 

State Forester J. M. Tinker yes- 
terday asked the budget bureau 
to .approve $2,000 for a used 
airplane and $6,000 annually for 


its operation in the Macon area. | 


His plan called for eventual pur- 
chase of nine airplanes to patrol 
the entire state. 


As an alternative plan, Tinker 
suggested that at least one fire 
tower be placed in each county to 
protect Georgia's big forest areas. 

Cost of installing and operating 
fire towers in each county would 
be much greater than the cost of 
patrolling the state with nine 
planes, however, Tinker said. He 
said 30 counties now have fire 
protection organizations, and esti- 
mated it’ would cost $322,500 to 
place towers in the remaining 129 
counties, and $154,500 annually to 
operate them. 

The budget bureau turned down 
the proposal, with the suggestion 
that Tinker carry it before the leg- 
islature in January. State Auditor 
B. E, Thrasher Jr., of the Budget 
Bureau, said the legislature would 
have to decide whether the for- 
estry department is authoriZed to 
enter this, field.

GERMAN YOUTH MENACE 

They heard the President de- 
clare that the Nazi ideas implanted 
in Germany’s youth will menace 
the world for many years, and 
hence the Allies must work “ab- 
solutely in unison” to enforce “a 
peace that will last.” 

Mr. Roosevelt's remarks indi- 
catetl a belief that the Allies will 
have to keep a close watch on 
Germany for possibly 50 years. 

Included in the range of the con- 
versations today, Dulles said, were 
whether congress should have a 
veto on use of American foree to 
maintain peace and the secrecy 
surrounding the Dumbarton Oaks 
talks. 

Dulles said he thought “more in- 
formation could be given out, but 
the secretary is responsible for the 
conference and the foreign govern- 
ments are his guests and it is obvi- 
ous that he has the respohsibility 
of making final decisions.” 


REPUBLICANS OPTIMISTIC 


Even before the Hull-Dulles 
meeting there were expressions of 
optimism from Republicans that a 
bitter partisan fight over the prob- 
lem of world security would be 
avoided.

Two months before the Vienna 
pact giving Transylvania to Hun- 
gary, Romania had lost Bessarabia 
and. parts of Bucovina and Mol- 
davia to Russia through a Soviet 
ultimatum agreed to by Hitler. 

These losses of territory led to 
the abdication of King Carol and 
‘the crowning of the youthful 
Mihai, his son. 

The Romanian army suffered 
heavily at Stalingrad in 1942 and 
again in the Crimea this spring 
—when the Germans were report- 
ed to have left several Romanian 
divisions unsupported in the siege 
of Sevastopol, where they were 
hammered to bits.

Romania would not desire to quit the war unless it were con- 
vinced the Nazi cause is a hopeless one.

On June 3, 1940, Paris had its first air attack. 

The people, uninformed, cynical about their leaders and the 
war, stood it, on the whole, rather well. But gloom continued to 
gather. 

On June 5 the Nazis, having made the decision after Dunkirk, 
to turn toward Paris, began a leisurely advance. 

It is worth remembering that on that same day this country 
announced a large stock of first World War weapons, rifles, field 
guns and ammunition, was being sent to France and England. 

General Lindley Camp was then head of the Georgia State 
Guard. He had protested, and others in equal sincerity had 
joined him, against the taking away of old Enfield rifles from 
the State Guards of the nation. 

None knew then how pitifully prepared for war was this 
country and how desperate was the plight of both England and 
France. The old rifles and guns arrived in England too late for 
France—France had fallen. 

This sale of old equipment, all we had to offer, followed by 
one day Winston Churchill’s magnificent speech before commons 
on Dunkirk, wherein he concluded: 

“We will defend our island whatever the cost may be; we 
shall fight on the beaches, landing grounds, in fields, in streets 
and on the hills. We shall never surrender and even if, which I 
do not for a moment believe, this island of part of it were sub- 
jugated, and starving, then our empire beyond the seas, armed 
and guarded by the British fleet, will carry on the struggle until 
in God’s good time the New World, with all its power and 
might, sets forth to the liberation and rescue of the old.” 

When he had done he turned wearily away and said to those 
about him: “I don’t know with what we shall fight—with clubs, 
with pitch forks, with fowling guns, with stones, I suppose.” 

The old guns from America were on their way. The British 
had none. Hitler could have rowed across. But already God or 
Destiny, or both, were at work. The Germans stood on the channel 
and looked across and made the decision to turn to Paris—the 
legend of the French army still concerned them. 

On Sunday, June 9, the Germans, proceeding deliberately 
toward Paris, were half an hour away by motor. It was then the 
ghoulish Mussolini chose to declare war and come in on Germany’s 
side. 

On the night of June 13 the Germans arrived, in parade 
fashion, at the Porte Saint-Denis, the northwest gate. A strange 
thing occurred. The American ambassador, William Bullitt, 
asked the German general, von Studnitz, to delay his entry 
until the following morning. To the surprise of all, the Junker 
general agreed, France was defeated. England would fall when 
they were ready. There was no real hurry. 

On the morning of June 14, 1940, the Germans entered Paris, 
the second German army so to do in 70 years. 

Four years and 70 days were to pass before freedom and 
Frenchmen returned in power. It came yesterday. 

During that Jong time De Gaulle, a difficult man, to be sure, 
but a constant one, kept the flag flying. About him rallied the 
slender hope which grew even more slender as the French leaders 
dominated by Laval showed themselves to be even more corrupt 
and traitorous than had been imagined. ! 

The light of French freedom almost flickered out. But it 
burned. And soon the glow began to grow a little brighter, It 
was not going to die. It spread its light a little further in the 
gloom when the French army in Africa rid itself of its traitors 
and when the French fleet refused to go over, finally scuttling 
their own ships. 

The French underground worked on. Information flowed 
across the channel. The weary years of preparing to fight a war 
the enemy had almost won dragged on. It was long and bitter 
for us. But in France and in the other conquered nations what 
bread there was was wet with tears and agony was a daily portion 
for those who kept the faith. 

Now Paris is free again. Soon France will be free again. 

Soon, as time is measured, France will be a nation again and 
will set about the task of restoring a government which will be 
a government of and for the people of France. ' 

France, whose strength and soul were destroyed by those who 
put property and self above country, will be reborn, 

Old Paris—which was a collection of fishermen’s huts when 
Caesar convened the Gallie tribes; where the Romans ruled for 
500 years; Paris, which knew corrupt kings and the revolution 
which started the light of freedom burning in Europe; which 
xnew Napoleon; whose streets echoed to the conquering Russian 
and English armjes—Paris proclaims freedom again. . 

The Tricolor will fly soon over all France, proclaiming anew 
that Liberty, Fraternity, Equality have been tried in the furnace 
of defeat and despair and emerged victorious—as God intended 
they should.

A Quart-and-a-Half 
Donor: Is Humble 


In the blood donor set I am on the wrong 
side of the tracks. The Gallon Club members 
are the aristocracy and the real blue-bloods of ’ aii 
our set. Be 
Yesterday I reached the quart-and-a-half mark, but I walk very 
meekly in the presence of those who have given a gallon. And I 
tip my hat to those who have started on giving their second gallon 
of blood to the Red Cross so that it may be sent across the seas 
to those who have been wounded fighting our war for us. 

I got off to a late start. By some fortuitous circumstance I 
have low blood pressure. 
my circulatory plumbing like molasses in January. So, there were 
times when I was not allowed to contribute. My doctor friends 
do not know why a middle-aged, fat person such as I should have 
low blood pressure, but then doctors always are searching for 
obscure reasons for things and ignoring factors such as regular 
habits, fresh air, clean living and malt extracts. At any rate, my 
blood pressure is l6w. I like it that way. I would not be happy 
about it if it were straining at the valves and seeking little cracks 
in the arteries through which it might leap, causing my doctor 
friends to wag their heads and say, “Another coronary.” 

I go into this to explain why I am one of the lower classes in 
the blood donor set. A fellow who has contributed only a quart 
and a half of blood is a veritable nobody. But even we nobodies 
have our compensation. We can look way down on those who, 
because of selfishness or plain ignorant fear, have given no blood 
at all to be made into plasma for use in France and on the islands 


of the Pacific. e : 


Plasma has saved the lives of thousands of men who otherwise 
would have died. It will continue to save lives. The need for blood 
will remain acute for months after the war ends. That is what too 
many persons forget. Wounded men get it. They have to have it 
after they are in hospitals. Many need new operations, especially 
the men who have lost legs or arms, And they need plasma. The 
need for it will not cease for months after the guns become silent. 

There was a new thrill on yesterday. The scientists who work 
with blood long have sought a way to preserve full blood. Even the 
blood banks would keep it no more than ten days or so. 

Now they have done the job. Thousands of pints of blood are 
being flown overseas along with many thousands more pints of 
plasma. So, lying there waiting for the blodd to flow out, slowly as 
it does, you feel good knowing that something of yourself—not your 
money, not an investment in a bond—is being given which will go 
directly into the veins of some man who, but for the blood that 
flows out of you, might die, It is not a great satisfaction. You 
know at best that it is but the smallest sort of contribution, But 
it is the only contribution a noncombatant and a civilian can make 


which gives that sort of satisfaction. & 
THOSE WHO GIVE It is, to me at least, inspiring and touch- 
' ing to see how many mothers come to 


give blood, You know what they are thinking. They lie there 
thinking maybe their own sons may some day be wounded and in 
desperate need of blood or plasma and that the flask they fill might 
contain the blood he would get. 

You can almost read the prayers they say in silence: “My son, 
my son, may God grant you safety, but if the weapons of the enemy 
touch you, may this blood, or that given by someone else, be avail- 
able for you and for all others wounded and sick.” 

Soldiers and sailors and Marines and Seabees and Merchant 
Marine men come, too, Some of them are men who have been 
wounded. 

I look at them and think of all the selfish persons who go to 
their doctors, the answer they want written in their faces, and say: 

“Doctor, I have been thinking about giving some blood to the 
Red Cross, but I don’t always feel so well and I just don’t know 
what to do... .” 

Too many doctors have told those persons the answer they 
want, “Well, I guess you had best not give any.” 

So, they say, “I would like to give blood, but my doctor says...” 

There are many who really can’t give, of course. And for them 
there js no criticism. I suppose, really, there is no criticism of 
those who have a convenient excuse. They know in their hearts 
they are liars and cheats and that is punishment enough, to know 
one is lying to one’s self, 

It doesn’t hurt to give blood. It isn’t dangerous. They won't 
take you if you are aren't able to give it. It gives you a tired feel- 
ing for 24 to 48 hours, During that time you go about your usual 
work, You just take it easy, running up no stairs or chasing no 
street cars or buses, 

So, ring up the blood donor service in your town. Or arrange 
for the mobile donor service to visit your town. The need con- 
tinues great and this is a need that will continue for months after 
we have celebrated the armistice. 

Make a date with the Red Cross. Buy bonds, give to the USO 
and the Community Fund and the Red Cross+but make a date to 
give something of yourself.

“Life has to keep moving, the world inevitably 
changes from day ‘to day, from week to week and from year to 
year., And, as a matter of fact, we wouldn’t want to go*back to 
the old times, even if we could. If we can’t find better times, for 
all of us, what have we been fighting for?” 


OURS TO SHAPE “The form of the life we shall have in the 

future is ours to shape,” said another. “It’s 
just a question of if we have enough sense for the job. It will take 
courage and a lot of careful thinking. And whatever the result, 
we'll get what we deserve, neither more nor less.” 

“Well,” said another, “you say we neither want to go back to 
old conditions nor can we. I've heard a lot of talk about restoring 
the old way of life, nevertheless. There are quite a few people 
who believe we can.” 

“Yeah?” was the retort. “And who are they? A lot of folks 
who had things pretty much their own way. They want to go back, 
of course, for selfish reasons. They are the ones who enjoyed a 
lot of special privilege in one form or another, 

“You'll not find the average guy wanting to go back to depres- 
sion, with its unemployment and its breadlines and its constant 
worry about food and shelter for the next day, for every tomorrow. 
What we've got to build is a world where every guy will have 
a chance and a certainty. A chance to get ahead and a certainty 
of security.” ) 

“iow about war in the future?” interposed one hitherto silent. 
“Are we going to have more world wars? Are we going to keep 
on this foolishness of fighting until the whole world commits 
harikari?” 

“No,” was the reply. “That's the first, the most important, and, 
if we act wtih courage and ordinary common sense, the easiest job. 
We've just got to make a deal with the other nations, get together 
and be ready, all of us, to smother, right at the jump, the first 
nation that indicates it is even thinking about attacking another. 
It's sillyeto talk about being afraid of ‘foreign entanglements’ and 
all that rot. Aren’t we entangled with all the world anyway? Sure 
we are. And if we haven't sense enough to create a world police 
force strong enough to enforce a law against war, we'll deserve all 
we'll get. That’s plain, common sense.” 


NO STICK-IN-THE-MUDS “We don’t want to listen to any old 


stick-in-the-muds,” came in another 
voice. “The old guys who spout about ‘normalcy’ and waiting for 
things to ‘turn the corner.’ That’ word ‘normalcy’ after the first 
World War was the costliest phony ever sold the American people. 
All it means is just standing still or going backward. Fine for the 
guys who were riding easy, with lots of dough, in the old days, 


. but tough for the guys who stood on the street corners trying to 


sell apples.” 

“IT have a suspicion,” injected one, with a grin, as he addressed 
the last speaker, “that you are a Democrat.e Seems to me you're 
hitting at some former Republican administrations.” 

“You're jumpin’ right I’m a Democrat. I'll tell you why. It 
always seems to me the Democrats are the party for young men 
and men with the spirit of youth. I always think of the Repub- 
licans as a bunch of old fogeys without enough git-up-and-go to try 
to improve any conditions.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—A stu- 
dioug observation of the contro- 


versies of the last few years in 
our country brings it home to me 
that we no longer debate, if we 
ever did in my time, but confine 
ourselves to claim, or boast and 
accusation, That is to say, in an 
ancient political phrase, we point 
with pride and view with alarm. 
But seldom, even in congress, are 
isues actually debated. , 

A New Deal orator or journal- 
ist’ will say, for example, that 
President Roosevelt is a great 
friend of labor and cite the Wag- 
ner act as proof of his militant 
love for the working man. He 
presumes that it will be conceded 
that the Wagner act is all that 
he saya it is. Other men and 
women, of contrary opinion, might 
like to argue that this law is dan- 
gerous to labor, meaning the 
people who work for wages, al- 
though a great boon to the pro- 
fessional organizer and union poli- 
tician, and to the New Deal party. 

ut the question is never de- 
bated, head-on. The New Dealer 
makes his claim in the course of 
a speech or article and rushes on 
to insist that therefore Mr. Roose- 
velt should have the workers’ 
votes. 

The one who insists that the 
Wagner act deliberately exposes 
workers to oppression, exploita- 
tion and intimidation by the 
unions and that behind it all is a 
cunning scheme to hitch labor in 
chains to Mr. Roosevelt’s chariot, 
does so in another forum, over 
another hookup or in another pub- 
lication. The point is that they 
never meet in public, whether on 
platform or printed page,’ and 
argue the issues in detail, speak- 
ing strictly to the subject, as 
Huey Long used to say. 


Irrelevant 


In that form of oratory which 
passes for debate, Huey was a 
master himself. For that matter, 
he was a great debater in the true 
meaning of the word, as good law- 
yers agreed who heard his argu- 
ment before the 1932 Democratic 
convention. But in speaking to 
the whole public, Huey actually 
won over multitudes by showing 
contempt for their intelligence. 
Thus, in one oration over the air 
he got his best effect by smearing 
Hugh Johnson as a chocolate sol- 
dier who had never snapped a cap. 
This was unfair and irrelevant. 
It was unfair because everyone 
who knew Johnson knew he was 
not a dandy, or chocolate soldier, 
but downright slovenly and that 
one of the great disappointments 
of his life ig the Army had been 
his inability to get overseas with 
acommand, But the whole refer- 
ence had absolutely nothing to do 
with the subject under discussion, 

In one of Big Bill Thompson’s 
campaigns .n Chicago a _ rather 
austere opponent who had been 
sticking to the issues patiently and 
conscientiously in an _ effort to 
arouse the people to intelligent 
consideration, found all his ear- 
nest presentation offset by Thomp- 
son’s ribaldry. Thompson said 
hig opponent had egg on his neck- 
tie, which may have been true, 
but still had no bearing on the 
subject. Finally, Thompson's op- 
ponent let fly with a roar one 
night that Bill had the hide of a 
rhinoceros and the brain of a ba- 
boon. That wowed them, although 
it did not win for him. But it 
touched Thompson more than any- 
thing else that had been said o 
him in the campaign. S

CIO Changing Democratic Party to Labor Party? 


The entry of the CIO into the

under the direction of Sidney 
Hillman is one of the major po- 
litical developments of our time, 
and it promises to be one of the 
most significant issues of the com- 
ing presidential campaign.

Dewey Shows Little Foresight 
In Fight on Fair Freight Rates 


The plank in the Democratic 
platform which means much to 
the south—it is also tmue of the 
west—is in these words: 


“We favor nondiscriminatory 
transportation charges and declare 
for the early correctidm of inequal- 
ities in such charges. ‘- 


For many years the south has 
had a virtual 39 per cent tariff 
against its manufactured products 
in freight rates that discriminated 
against the south and in favor of 
Néw England and the middle 
states. Recently the Governors of 
the states discriminated against 
have-organized to fight this -dis- 
crimination, and the Democratic 
national convention unanimously 
approved their stand for equality. 


While the Governors of the 
south and west were demanding 
an end of discrimination, what 
was the attitude of the Governor 
of New York? Early in 1943, Gow- 
ernor Dewey obtained advice on 
this problem and incorporated the 
result in a written statement to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on March 29, 1943. The tactic 
ddopted was a grave rebuke to 
other parts of the country for 
seeking sectional advantages, fol- 
lowed by an ardent plea to main- 
tain the sectional advantage .en- 
joyed by New York. The salient 
passages from the Dewey state- 
ment were: 


“The government of New York 
state regrets that the subject of 
freight rates has become the sub- 
ject of sectional political debate.

To be sure, it had failed to re- 
nominate Wallace, but the fight 
had been spirited, and at one time 
the vote of the convention stood 
practically even between Wallace 
and Truman, 


But that was by no means all. 
In fact, it was the lesser part. 
Mr. Hillman and his helpers had 
real victories to count along with 
this moral one. If they couldn't 
say who would be the vice presi- 
dential candidate, they could, and 
did, say who couldn't be. They 
ruled out all southerners, James 
Byrnes, supposed to be President 
Roosevelt’s personal choice, in par- 
ticular. To that extent, they défi- 
nitely dictated. They likewise 
hammered special planks of their 
own into the platform. 


Morally, and actually, their first 
punitive expedition into the na- 
tional political field had much of 
victory to its credit. Secretly the 
leaders were jubilant. Even the 
selection of Truman was more vic- 
tory than defeat. “The Missouri 
Compromise” was really accept- 
able to them. One thing the cele- 
brated Truman committee, for all 
the lunging of the minority, or Re- 
publican, members, has never been 
able to get into has been the graft 


and greed in labor racketeering. 
Chairman Truman, broad-minded 
and frequently nonpartisan other- 
wise, always managed to keep un- 
finished business ahead of: any 
such proposals. 


So the whole effect was a plus, 
the net result, progress. One of 
the leaders exulted at Chicago, 
even after the Wallace defeat, 
“Just wait.

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Could Drink River Dry After Eight Waterless Days 


ON THE WESTERN FRONT.—(By Wireléss)—I would like to tell you in detail the 
remarkable story of the wounded RAF pilot whom we released after he had lain unnoticed 


in the wreckage of his 


lane fog eight days on a battlefield. 


Several American soldiers sprung out of somewhere a few moments after we arrived. 
They grasped the situation instantly, and began tearing at the sides of the plane with pliers 


and wire clippers. They worked as though, seconds had suddenly become jewels. 


The tough metal came off in 
strips no bigger than your fingers, 
and only after terrific pulling and 
yanking. It seemed as if it would 
take hours to make a hole big 
enough to get the pilot out. 


The ripping and _ pounding 
against the metal sides of the hol- 
low plane made a_ thunderous 
noise. I peered inside and asked 
the pilot: 

“Does the noise bother you?” 

He said, “No, I can stand it. But 
tell them to be careful when they 
break through on the other side— 
my leg is broken, you know.” 

But the American boys worked 
faster than ‘we believed possible. 
They tore their fingers on the jag- 
ged edges of the metal; they broke 
strong aluminum ribs with one 
small crowbar and lot of human 


‘| strength. Soon they had a hole 


big enough so that I could get my 
head and shoulders inside the cock- 


pit. 

Somebody handed me a canteen 
of water and I shoved it through 
the hole to the pilot. He drank 
avidly. When he put the canteen 
down he set it on his bare chest 
and held it with both hands. 

“By God, I could drink a river 
dry,” he said. : 

Somebody outside said not to let 
him drink any. more right now, 
The pilot said, “Would you pour 
some on my head?” 

I soaked my dirty handkerchief, 
and rubbed his forehead with it. 
His hair was nut brown in color 
and very long. His whiskers were 
reddish and scraggly and he had 
a little mustache. His face seemed 
long and thin, and yet you could 
tell by his tremendous chest that 
he was a big man and powerful. 
BIG, BIG EYES 

His eyes were not glassy, but I 
was fascinated by his eyeballs. 
They didn’t protrude; it was just 
that they were so big. When he 
turned them toward you, it was as 
though he was slowly turning two 
big brown tennis balls. 

He had complete command of 
his thoughts. The half-delirium 
you would expect of a man trap- 
ped for eight days without food or 
water, just did not exist in him. 
He was just being himsel¥. 

His face was dirty from much 
sweating, but the skin of his body 
was white and clean. There was 
a small scab on his forehead and 
there were some light bruises og 
his arms.

for days. I said to the pilot: 

“Ig there @meone else in the 
plane?” . 

And he answered, “No, this is 
a single seater, old boy.” ; 

What I had smelled was the 
pilot himself. We couldn't see the 
lower part of his left leg, but we 
judged it must be gangrenous and 
in a horrible shape. 

“I can move my right leg,” he 
said, “it’s all right. In fact I've 
had it out from here several times, 
and moved it around for exercise. 
But the left one I can’t move.” 

I asked, “‘Where did you get the 
cigaret you were smoking when 
we got here?” - 

He said, “Your chap gave it to 
me. The one who came first. He 
lighted it for me and stuck it in 
through the hole, and went search- 
ing for the rest of you.” 
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I was wondering if it wasn't 
dangerous for him to be smoking 
inside the wrecked plane. I men- 
tioned something about his being 
lucky that the plane hadn’t caught 
fire when he crashed. And he said: 

“I'll tell you about. that. you 
see that woods a little north 
of us?” . 

There were sevéral small woods 
but I said, “Yes.” 

“Well,” he said, “that first night 
they set fire to that I 
could tell it by the glow in the 
cockpit. And here the plane was 
soaked with hundred-octane gaso- 
line, I thought the fire would 
spread right across the field. But 
it didn’t.” 

Actually what he had thought 
was the woods afire was a little 
town, Le Mesniltore, which had 
been set afire by shelling. I 
bother to tell him, for he 
alive, and after all what could 
technicalities matter?

State Negroes 
File Vote Suit 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Aug. 23.—() 
A group of Georgia Negroes today 
began a federal court test of state 
Democratic party regulations bar- 
ring members of their race from 
participating in primary elections. 

The suit was brought in the 
name of Primus E.-King, Negro 
minister and barber, against 11 
members of the Muscogee county 
Democratic executive committee 
and asked $5,000 damages for al- 
leged violation of civil rights. 


“The suit was filed on behalf 
of a group of prominent Muscogee 
county Negroes,” said Oscar D, 
Smith, attorney for King, “to as- 
certain if the United States su- 
preme court Wecision on the Texas 
Democratic primary applies to the 
Democratic primary machinery in 
Georgia. 


“Our plan is to carry the case 
to the United States supreme court 
if necessary.” 


King in his petition claimed the 
committee in denying him the 
right to vote in the state primary 
on July 4, violated Sections One 
and Two of Article I, and the 14th, 
15th and 17th amendments to the 
United States Constitution. 


King alleged that on July 4, he 
applied to election managers at 
the polling place in the court- 
house for a ballot and was denied 
the right to vote “solely because 
of race and color.” He further 
contended that he was prepared 
to present evidence to prove that 
he. believed in the tenets of the 
Democratic party. 

“The committee will contest the 
suit, of course,” said J. E. Chap- 
man Jr., chairman, and one of the 
11 defendants.

Other planes destroyed or dam- 
aged a small freighter and three 
coastal vessels near Celebes island, 
west of New Guinea, and blasted 
Ceram 4 I in the Moluccas with 
39 tons vf bombs Monday, 


Southwest Pacific bombers also 
raided Palau in the Carolines 
Monday, and left a Japanese de- 
stroyer tender dead in the water. 

Halmahera, largest of the Mo- 
luccas, also was under attack. 

American bombers sank or dam- 
aged nine Japanese ships all told, 
Pacific communiques reported last 
night, boosting the daily average 
for August to more than four Nip- 
ponese vessels destroyed every 24 
hours. 

The Navy Liberators found a 
five-ship convoy near Chichi island 
in the Bonins, 650 miles south of 
Tokyo, and sank two freighters. 
Another was damaged. 


August communiques thus far | 
list 92 ships sunk and 49 damaged 
by submarines, bombers and 
naval craft. The figures do not in- 
clude hundreds of barges, sam- 


pans and river craft wrecked in 
the Pacific and the Orient. Most | 
of the vessels are small or me-| 
dium-sized craft, indicating Japan 
is scraping the mudflats to supply 
her shrinking merchant marine. 


HITS .ON SMALL CRAFT 

“Direct hits on river steamers 
and many small craft,” on the 
Irrawaddy and Chindwin rivers 
of Burma were reported by the 
southeast Asia command jyester- 
day. Ground troops in that the- 
ater were trying to catch up with 
Japanese fleeing from Burma into 
India over the Tiddim road while 
artillery shelled another enemy 
flight route. 

One-third of Tengchufig, key to 
Nippon’s southwest China defense 
of the Burma road, was in Chinese 
hands. Chungking reported the 
recapture of a small town near 
fallen Hengyang and the halting 
of two Nipponese columns trying 
to outflank the Chinese. . 

Tokyo announced two imperial 
major generals died “in line of 
duty” this month and were pos- 
thumously promoted to lieutenant 
generals.

Reducer’s Diet Should Have 
As Few Calories As Possible 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


The right combination of num- 
bers opens the door to a safe, and 
some wamen seem to think that if 
they could just get hold of the 
right combination of foods they 
would have the “open sesame” to 
slimness. They would get farther 
by putting a strong lock on the 
ice box door! 


Any food or combination of 
foods is as “reducing” as the num- 
ber of calories it contributes to 
the diet. The combination that 
gives the best nutrition for the 
fewest calories is the one that does 
the trick. There is no reducing 
food. There is no combination of 
foods that has any power to exor- 
cise the pounds. 


Most dietary twosomes—lamb 
chop and pineapple, tomato and 
egg, and grapefruit and black cof- 
fee—don’t come anywhere near 


meeting the nutritional require-| 


ments, which, with the exception 
of calories, are the same for the 
reducer as for the normal weight. 
There is just one such combina- 
tion that passes the test, and that 
is the banana and skim milk diet. 
The diet consists of four to six 
bananas and three to four glasses 
of skim milk a day. The dieter 
takes, as a light breakfast, one 
banana and a glass of skim milk: 


glass of skim milk; and dinner, the 
same as lunch. Bananas have a 
high satiety value, they leave the 
stomach slowly, and one does not 
get so hungry between the same 
thing to eat. The skim milk con- 
tains everything furnished in 
whole milk with the exception of 
Vitamin A. To provide Vitamin A 
it is suggested that some green 
leafy vegetable be included at 
luncheon and dinner or that the 
menu be supplemented with a vVit- 
amin concentrate. 


The banana diet is an easy one 


‘to follow when there are bananas 


on the market, because there is no 
preparation and no chance to go 
wrong. One banana is 100 calo- 
ries and one glass of skim milk is 
80 calories. Of course, it isn’t 
intended ¢hat sugar be put on the 
bananfs. On the diet four to eight 
pounds can be lost in 10 days. 


That type of diet is good for the 
“all or nothing” reducers. But it 
is not as effective in the long run 
as the 1,000-calorie combination of 
protective foods. The value of the 
varied menu is that it helps to 
*hange food habits and it can be 
followed with perfect safety until 
the weigh: is down to normal. The 
banana-and-skim-milk diet should 
not be followed longer than 10 
days.

Bank Official’ Proposes 


U.S. Guarantee on Loans 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(/) 
Legislation to create a govern- 
ment guarantee system for busi- 
ness loans, looking toward expan- 
sion of private enterprise in the 
ypostwar era, was proposed today 
by, Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, 
of “the Federal Reserve System. 
Such a program would extend 
into the reconversion period the 
“V loan” system which has been 
used in financing war production. 
“The guaranteeing of such loans 
by the reserve banks,” Eccles told 
the House Banking Committee, 
“would not be competitive with 
the private banking system. A 
borrower would be expected to 
apply for such a loan through his 
usual banking connection. The 
bank would in turn make appli-
